HE rise in airfreight is higher this 
year than ever. The high totals we 
are seeing this year are not the result 
of a sudden increase, but a stage in 
a continuous and fairly even growth. 
A line drawn through the SAS monthly 
eastbound freight figures and, as far 
as that goes, through the [ATA monthly 
eastbound freight figures over a period 
of three years, forms an almost per- 
fectly even rising slope, and there ap- 
pears to be no new factor at work this 
year, that is, nothing that we have not 
seen at work for the last several years. 
An interesting feature is the greater 
diversity of freight which is being 
moved this year as compared to other 
years. There was a time some two 
years ago when something like half 
the eastbound freight for European des- 
tinations carried by the IATA airlines

consisted of nylon hosiery. This is no 
longer true; no single commodity holds 
anything like that position in the pres- 
ent eastbound lift, and while wearing 
apparel is still the most important east- 
bound commodity, all kinds of wearing 
apparel are involved. Pharmaceuticals 
and machinery have advanced tremen- 
dously in relative importance. 

Eastern freight forms, this year, rela- 
tively a much bigger factor in east 
bound lift from the United States than 
in other years. This is partly due to 
the congestion over the Pacific, and 
apparently partly due to economic con- 
ditions in the Far East, where there 
are areas of acute inflation. 

Among IATA carriers as a whole, 
transatlantic air cargo revenues are 
considerably less than 10° of the total. 
I would say 6% or 7% is the most 
likely figure. As to when cargo reve- 
nues become equal to or greater than 
passenger revenues, | would say not 
before 10 years. In particular airlines, 
however, this development may come 
much sooner. as it is already obvious 
that many airlines have neither the 
capacity nor the interest to develop 
much air cargo business. There is no 
reason to think that air cargo differs 
from any other form of transportation. 
By that I mean that the air cargo reve- 
nues will, of course, eventually sur- 
pass the air passenger revenues, and 
the only question is when. 

More expeditious handling and ship- 
ping of air cargo is a knotty problem. 
For one thing, the airlines themselves 
need bigger cargo aircraft and more of 
them. Most airlines these days have 
difficulty in handling the peak cargo 
loads. This is due to the fact that their 
total cargo capacity is not much greater 
than what they attempt to carry 
throughout the year as an average fig- 
ure. If they should put on enough air- 
craft to handle the peak loads, then at 


many seasons of the year they would 
have such light loads that they feel 
they would not be breaking even. With 
larger aircraft, operated more economi- 
cally, they could probably lick this 
problem and be ready to handle any 
kind of a peak load. Shippers and 
agents on their part could do some- 
thing in two or three ways to help move 
their cargo faster. For one thing, they 
could pack better. Especially in the 
nylon hosiery business, overloaded car- 
tons are altogether too common and are 
productive of claims. To avoid claims 
means delaying cargo for restrapping, 
elaborate weight checking, and so forth. 
This is done but it does hold the cargo 
up. I have examined a good many me- 
chanical aids to cargo handling. Many 
of them look good, such as conveyor 
hoists and lift-bed trucks, but they are 
not exactly revolutionary. They all help 
somewhat, but of course they have been 
in use for some years. Most of them 
were developed by the Army. I do not 
know of anything new along these lines.

RONTIER AIRLINES has noted a 

sizeable increase in airfreight traffic 
during the past year. We attribute this 
increase to a new awareness on the part 
of the shipping public of airfreight and 
what airfreight can do for them. We 
feel that we are now realizing results 
from sales efforts which have been going 
on since our company started opera- 
tions some five years ago. We are also 
enjoying a nice increase in interline 
cargo business which is a direct result 
of working very closely with our con- 
necting carriers. 

It is possible that airfreight revenue 
will eventually supersede passenger 
revenue, but, this is dependent upon 
the development of suitable equipment. 
Because of the many unknown factors 
I would not, at this time, make a guess 
as to when freight revenue will equal 
that of passenger. I feel that a lot of 
progress has been made during the past 
years, but we still have work to be 
done. One of our most critical needs 
is for suitable and inexpensive equip- 
ment for loading and unloading heavy 
pieces of cargo. I believe this is a 
problem confronting carriers who serve 
small communities. 

We are vitally interested in develop- 
ing airfreight and will continue to do 
everything possible to promote this type 
of traffic in the future.

N 1951 Trans-Canada Air Lines’ air 
cargo revenues rose by 10% in spite 


of the fact that 1950’s revenues were 
greatly inflated by the traffic which 
moved as a result of Canada’s nation- 
wide rail strike. This growth reflects 
the growing acceptance of air cargo in 
Canada as a result of shippers’ and con- 
signees’ increasing awareness of the un- 
derlying benefits of shipping by air. 

The future of air cargo is assured as 
a form of transportation for goods 
which will assume ever-growing impor- 
tance in the overall transportation pic- 
ture, but the possibility of its super- 
seding passenger traffic in the foresee- 
able future is not likely to occur. How- 
ever, a healthy growth in air cargo traf- 
fic is certain, and this growth will be 
accelerated by the technological ad- 
vances which will be made in future 
years which result in operational econ- 
omies, which, in turn, will make possi- 
ble reductions in the level of air cargo 
rates. 


Things to Do 


The essence of the air cargo business 
is speed—in the air and on the ground. 
If all of us in the air cargo business 
keep this in mind I feel sure we can 
not only maintain but constantly im- 
prove our service. I believe we should 
be continually re-examining our ground 
service, to insure that we are employ- 
ing the best facilities and the most 
streamlined methods. Are we making 
the service as easy to use as possible? 
Is our present multiple-type airwaybill 
a deterrent to the use of air cargo? 
These are not suggestions for improve- 
ments, but if we maintain a question- 
ing attitude toward all phases of our 
service throughout the industry, I feel 
sure that we can improve our service 
and make it more attractive too, and 
more used by shippers throughout 
Canada and the United States.

INCE the armed forces, through 

the necessity of World War II 

showed the world what can be 
done with air cargo, the armed forces 
are still demonstrating the versatility 
of air cargo and the planes that carry 
air cargo. In general, it is safe to say 
that whatever airfreighters do with mil- 
itary supplies can also be done with 
civilian goods, hence the importance of 
the recent tests conducted at the Pope 
Air Force Base, Fort Bragg, North 
Carolina. 

In these tests, a new and versatile ap- 
plication of the famous Boeing C-97 
Stratofreighter, as a forward area sup- 
ply transport. was proved. Now in 
quantity production for the United 
States Air Force, the double decker 
performed as a paradrop cargo carrier

THE AIR FORCE CAN DO... 


As part of a program of re-evaluation 
with new equipment and techniques in 
view of present national needs, the 
tests, part of which also were held at 
Westover AFB, Springfield. Mass.. in- 
cluded not only Field Forces exercises. 
but additional tests by the Military Air 
Transport Service and the Air Materiel 
Command as well.

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_ GUIANA is a small, largely 
underdeveloped country overshad- 
owed by the size and importance of 
Brazil, the oil fields of Venezuela and 
the appeal of the Caribbean. But al- 
though its population is small, its ter- 
rain difficult, its resources meagre, 
British Guiana is finding a new birth 
of economic value due to air cargo 
transportation. 

British Guiana has beef; it has a lot 
of beef that a hungry world can readily 
consume. This beef, largely raised in 
the inland Rupununi District, has al- 
ways been difficult to bring to the sea. 


The journey required many arduous 
days of travel. The terrain proved too 
difficult for the beasts, only the hardi- 
est of whom completed it successfully 
(only to be slaughtered at the end) and 
they lost precious weight due to the 
rigors of the 300-mile trip. It was esti- 
mated that the annual loss of cattle 
making this trip during the year came 
to 1000 head. As to the weight lost. 
that came to approximately 125.000 
pounds. How the residents of George- 
town, right next to the ocean where 
there is a chronic shortage of beef. 
could have used those precious lost 
pounds of meat! How the cattle raisers 
of the Rupununi, mostly an almost im 
poverished lot, could have used the 
extra money that the extra poundage 
would have brought them. 

For the Rupununi District is one of 
the great cattle producing areas of the 
Colony, and covers approximately one 
half of the total land area of British 
Guiana. Not only is the district sparse- 
ly populated, it is also poorly developed. 
Although beef-cattle production in this 
area can be considerably expanded to 
meet both the requirements of the 
domestic as well as the export markets. 
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expansion of this sort was not looked 
upon favorably by the ranchers for 
whom the prevailing price could hardly 
compensate for the losses involved in 
trekking the cattle out to Georgetown. 


It would undoubtedly be pleasant to 
say that with the coming of air transpor- 
tation to this Colony the situation has 
radically changed for the better. This 
is not the case. To be sure, conditions 
have improved on a comparatively large 
scale since British Guiana Airways has 
instituted a beef airlift in the area, and 
those islands in the West Indies who 
seriously need it are getting more and 
more beef, but progress, despite the 
advent of the air age to this section, 
is slow in British Guiana. 

Airlifting beef from the Rupununi 
began experimentally back in 1942. 
That was a bad year to start, however, 
because the war made demands of its 
own that exceeded the needs of the 
ranchers of the Rupununi. Oddly 
enough, the war, which gave air cargo 
transportation its biggest boost ham- 
pered its development in this locality. 
Due to the war, therefore, plans for the 
inauguration of regular airlifting ser- 
vice had to be deferred until the end 
of the war. However, those experimen- 
tal flights conducted at this time were 
not flown in vain. They proved what 
can be done with air transportation in 
developing this region and furthering 
its industry. 

With air transportation, the cattle 
could be slaughtered on their “home” 
grounds and flown in less than two 
hours to Atkinson Field, where the 
U.S. Air Force was based. Atkinson 
Field, which now serves as the base 
for British Guiana Airways, is situ- 
ated on the coast of the Colony. The 
cattle, slaughtered under the most prim- 
itive conditions nevertheless arrived in 
excellent eating condition. Furthermore, 
the beasts thus used by the army were 
all scrub stock, or just those very 
beasts that would never survive the 309- 


mile trek to the coast. In this manner, 
the usefulness of air transportation was 
borne out upon the ranchers of the 
Rupununi. 

Not until September 15, 1948, did the 
beef airlift officially begin. Pioneered 
by Major A. J. Williams, operation of 
the lift has proved a success, not only 
to the inhabitants of the Colony but to 
the carrier itself. Prior to the success- 
ful establishment of the beef airlift, 
most of the freight flown by the Dakota 
was hauled on in-going flights with little 
of it out-going. This has, of course, 
changed with the airlifting of beef from 
the Rupununi out to the coastal regions. 

About 300,000 pounds of beef were 
flown to Georgetown in the first year of 
operations. This figure was more than 
doubled in the next year. The third 
full year of operations has not yet been 
completed, but indications are that it 
will exceed the previous total, even 
without counting the additional 63,000 
pounds of beef flown to Trinidad to 
relieve the beef shortage there. The 
Rupununi’s beef industry, in three short 


years, has been revived and given new 
impetus; the Rupununi itself is being 
opened to further development and set- 
tlement, all because air transportation 
is in itself good business, and it fosters 
more good business wherever it lands. 

But as noted before, progress on the 
Rupununi is slow. A temporary abba- 
toir made of wood was erected at 
Lethem. The chosen site was by no 
means the best. It was, and still is, 
remote from all water supplies. Sani- 
tation was impeded because water for 
cleaning the abbatoir had to be

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IVIL and military technicians, 
C equally concerned with transpor- 

tation and supply, met in Febru- 
ary to discuss the problems of packag- 
ing for air and surface transportation. 
The meeting was an historic one: mark- 
ing the first serious attempt between 
the two groups to discuss packaging 
and shipping problems besetting them, 
and to combine for their mutual benefit 
the knowledge gained from their m- 
dividual attempts to solve those prob- 
lems. Present in the group gathered 
congenially at Andrews Air Force Base, 
Maryland, were leaders in the field of 
civilian and military aviation, traffic and 
transport, pulp, paper, packing and 
canning industries, all assembled under 
the auspices of the Military Air Trans- 
port Service. 

Whatever the diversity of their jobs 
and backgrounds, the men here assem- 
bled all came with a unity of purpose: 
to iron out the kinks in the nation’s 
packaging and transportation problems. 
To do this, a program was conceived 
and committees formed (see wide col- 
umn) in which the research and devel- 
opment of packaging materials, mate- 
rials handling procedures, airfreight 
terminal warehousing, air and surface 
transportation and maximum standardi- 
zation of operations and facilities were 
designated as the primary concern of 
the entire group. 

Most prominent among those who at- 
tended this, the first meeting of the Air 
Cargo Task Committee, were A. G. 
Lynn of the Robert Gair Company, 
elected Chairman of the committee; 
Major General Alfred A. Kessler, and 
Lieutenant Colonel George Hewitt, chief 
of the Air Materials Handling Branch, 
MATS. Captain Floyd B. T. Myhre, 
USN (Ret) was chosen secretary. Some 
of the others present were: L. H. Hack- 
ney. air cargo sales engineer for Lock- 
heed; John C. Emery. president of

Perhaps the point most persistently 
made during the meeting was this: the 
absence of a single central clearing 
house for both civil and military re- 
search and findings. Obvious to all was 
the fact that many firms in many fields, 
plus the military, might be working

end yet nothing of their results would 
be transmitted to any of the others. 
Where an interchange of information, 
or the cooperation of all interested 
parties might speed the process, such 
cooperation was ignored or neglected. 
“This is a problem which must be 
solved,” said A. G. Lynn. “If the mili- 
tary and civil shippers will but let us 
know of their anticipated needs, we 
shall be able to meet these needs.” 

Major General Kessler, who urged 
continuing research in air transporta- 
tion, air and surface packaging, mate- 
rials handling, ete., said, “Excess 
weight—that’s our main problem. The 
cost of packaging adds nothing to the 
value of the item supplied and therefore 
we must consider carefully how much 
packaging we can afford to buy. Pack- 
aging today has reached a point where 
we're paying transportation for a lot of 
lumber and other excess weight. We 
do not want to waste money transport- 
ing lumber either by air or surface 
transportation.” 

After Kessler finished A,. G. Lynn 
addressed the audience and immedi-

Add Convair-Liners 

SAN DIEGO—Two Mexican airlines 
have ordered the first Convair-Liner 340s 
scheduled for operation in Mexico and be- 
tween Mexico and the United States. The 
two carriers are Aeronaves de Mexico (an 
affiliate of Pan American World Airways) 
and Compania Mexicana de Aviacion. 
Eight of these transports were ordered by 
the latter company, and Aeronaves ordered 
three. Deliveries of these planes will not 
be made until early 1954. Arthur Ayres, 
special representative for CMA and PAA 
in Southern California stated recently:

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‘51 Air Cargo Reached New High 
But '52 Promises to Be Better 


As facts and figures pile in concerning year end reports, proof that airfreight 


transportation is on the upswing throughout the world becomes more evident. Air 
cargo, which used to be the stepchild of the aviation industry, has now become its 
glowing angel; for air cargo is not only good business, it’s big business as well. 
Airline ledgers which previously had shown a preponderance of red ink showed, 
at the end of 1951, a considerable quantity in black.

To show the individual gains made by all the airlines during the fabulous 
year of 1951 would require too much space. However, a part is always a good 
representative of the whole, which is to say that the gains recorded by the following 
airlines are indicative of the gains récorded by all.

Idlewild Gets Over $1 Million 
Due to Newark’s Closing Down 


NEW YORK —At least $1,350,000 has been added to the normal expansion 


| 


budget allocated by the Port of New York Authority for New York International 
Airport. The additional funds, meant to accelerate the emergency expansion of 
cargo facilities at Idlewild, due to the current closing down of Newark Airport, 
bring the total budget planned well over 10 million dollars. Part of the added 
funds will go toward the erection of a new prefabricated steel cargo building that 


will cost about $700,000. The rest are 
slated to go for the construction of a new 
taxiway, additional ticket counters and 
sundry conveniences. 

According to Austin J. Tobin, executive 
director of the organization, the shift of 
aviation activity to Idlewild has upset all 
the budget programs. The new temporary 
cargo structure will handle 40,000 square 
feet of cargo, and is due to open shortly. 
Plans for a permanent cargo building, 
stated Tobin, costing several million dol- 
lars are under study, although the steel 
emergency facility mentioned above will 

in use for at least five years. 

Under a new plan devised by the Queens 
Committee on Community Aviation Prob- 
lems, Idlewild now handles the 38 daily 
international flights that formerly had be- 
gun or ended at La Guardia, as well as 
about 100 additional domestic flights. The 
new taxiway will give planes access to a 
preferential runway designed to take air- 
craft in and out over Jamaica Bay, but is 
not planned for construction until 1956, 
although preliminary work has already 
started. 


PAA Flies Mixed Cargoes 


MIAMI—In an attempt by distributors 
to clear their merchandise through Vene- 
zuelan customs before the new government 
there tripled the import duties on manu- 
factured clothing items, shippers sent via 
air “enough clothing for the needs of a 
good-sized town,” according to a recent re- 
port. Included in the rush shipments, which 
filled three cargo Clippers belonging to 
Pan American World Airways, were bales 
of men’s trousers, crates of dresses, cases 
of shirts, shoes, lingerie, hosiery and bras- 
sieres, all of which were flown to Caracas. 

Pan Am also figured recently in one of 
the largest animal shipments in aviation 
history when 11 cargo Clipper flights took 
80 head of cattle, 50 horses and 15 sheep 
to the International Livestock Exposition 
in Havana. In addition to these, 12 Texas 
quarter horses were shipped as well as 
another Clipper load of cattle from Hous- 
ton. All of the cattle have remained in 
Cuba, but many of the horses were flown 
back to the United States. 


the line, rose to $11,515,566, comparing 
favorably with the $7,458,000 earned in 
the same period of the previous year. 
Furthermore, added Prescott, revenue for 
those six months came to approximately 
73% of the revenue reported for the whole 
1950-51 fiscal year, and FTL’s current busi- 
ness is running at a rate of about §$2,- 
000,000 per month. All this on air cargo 
alone! 

All divisions showed substantial — in- 
creases over 1950, noted both Frontier 
Airlines and C. R. Smith, president of 
American Airlines, the latter referring to 
the fact that revenue passenger miles for 
1951 totaled 41.3% over 1950 and that 
mail ton miles came to 15.6 million and 
cargo and transport flew 46 million ton 
miles. Percentagewise, AA’s full cargo 
volume increased 40% over 1950, with air- 
freight up 2%, airmail up 51% and Air 
Express up 19%. The bulk of the cargo 
was flown on AA’s cargo-passenger air- 
craft, and the rest on its 13 DC4 Air- 
freighters, six of which are in the Korean 
Airlift. Delivery of 17 new DC-6BS to 
American enabled the company to accom- 
modate this additional business. Air- 
freight for Frontier Airlines jumped 
86.83% over 1950’s total—a grand leap, as 
everyone says. 

For Mid-Continent Airlines, 1951 chalked 
up its tenth consecutive year of successful 
operations, Total system operating revenues 
of $9,818,386 in 1951, listed MCA’s presi- 
dent, J. W. Miller, were 19.18% above 
1950’s figures. During that year, express 
ton miles increased 23.9% and freight ton 
miles rose 3.16%. Except for mail revenue, 
which declined 7.7% for the system, Mid- 
Continent enjoyed a profitable year. 


Foreign Airlines, Too 


The following traffic gains were made 
by the British Overseas Airways Corp.: 
its first operating profit ($1,794,800) for 
a full year span; freight tonnage rose 
17.9%; mail tonnage, 26.2%; passenger 
trade, 29%. With figures such as these,

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HKI To Fly Once More 


LONG BEACH, CALIF.—The world’s 
largest cargo carrying airplane may soon 
take to the skies again for its second test 
flight. Known as the Hughes HK] Flying 
Boat, the gigantic air freighter, built by 
Howard Hughes and financed by both 
Hughes and the Reconstruction Finance 
Corporation, was conceived during World 
War Il as a means of mass-ferrying cargo 
and troops to strategic areas. Five years 
have elapsed since the HK1 first soared 
skyward, and its second flight is now listed 
tentatively for June 1. 

Designed to land and take off on water 
only, the giant cargo craft is constructed 
of plywood, due to wartime materials re 
strictions, but it might well be the proto- 
type for an all metal, atomic powered 
plane, say officials. Actual dimensions were 
not disclosed, but its wing span is 320 
feet long, and the plane itself is thought 
to be anywhere from one-third to one-half 
larger than the B-36. With these dimen- 
sions, its cargo carrying potential are un- 
doubtedly enormous. 


ATA Lists Cargo Totals 


WASHINGTON, D. C.—Offcial figures 
have finally come in from the Air Trans- 
port Association concerning air cargo rev- 
enues for 1951. Issued by Dr. Lewis C. 
Sorrell, ATA’s director of research, the 
figures show a 23% increase over 1950's 
total. Airfreight revenues for last year 
came to $91,310,544 as opposed to $74,- 
335,946 chalked up for 1950 

Cargo ton miles rose 22% during the 
last year, with the grand total reaching 
389,385,850 ton miles flown. A full million 
revenue ton miles were flown by the cer- 
tificated cargo lines, 40% over the 1950 
figure. In freight alone, ton-mile freight 
receipts jumped at least 10%.

BOAC was able to reduce its overall deficit 
by almost 12 million dollars. 

Sabena Belgian Airlines noted that the 
rise in productivity was especially apparent 
in its freight department. The total ton 
miles flown came to 35.6% over 1950's 
figure, while the actual increase in air- 
freight traffic alone came to 76% About 
nine-tenths of either figure was devoted 
exclusively to air cargo, the rest to airmail. 

Reports came up from down under that 
Australian National Airways enjoyed a 
record year also in 1951, having carried 
78,728,378 pounds of airfreight—13 million 
pounds more than during the previous 
year. Since June, 1951, officials claim, each 
month has been a record month for this 
carrier, with the monthly average running 
to about 7 million pounds. ANA currently 
operates 112 scheduled freighter flights 
each week, and about 25 additional special 
flights as well. The rapid development of 
airfreight since the war, says ANA, has 
shown that air cargo hae come to stay and 
take its place in the transport world. 


Forecast for ‘52 


That was 1951, but how about 1952?

WASHINGTON, D. C.—Application for an additional transatlantic all-cargo 
service is currently up for consideration before the Civil Aeronautics Board. 
Known as European-American Airlines, the company asked a certificate for non- 
subsidized all-cargo service over the Atlantic to supplement those services already 
in operation between Europe and North America. Essentially, EAA plans to be an 
air cargo shuttle working back and forth between two major points on either 
continent, New York and Paris preferably, with Baltimore and Frankfurt as the 
co-terminals. As a shuttle, the airline would collect airfreight at the two terminal 
points from U. S. and foreign airlines, trains, trucks and forwarder services and 


ferry them across the Atlantic. 

Theodore T. Ludlum, president of EAA, 
recently returned from a tour of the pro- 
posed European airfreight market, found 
that it presents a large potential for air 
cargo development. He also learned that 
European freight forwarders would wel- 
come such additional service as Ludlum 
has proposed to the CAB. 

Currently financed to the extent of its 
immediate needs, the airline would sched- 
ule only three flights a week at first, 
should the CAB grant its certificate. The 
maximum development of air cargo, be- 
lieves EAA, can come only from special- 
ized cargo promotion whereas mixed 
cargo-passenger service, with passengers 
dominant, tends to deprive either branch 
of the benefits of a unified management.

Helicopters Lay Cables 


LONDON—Helicopters are fast finding 
new and varied uses to which they can 
successfully be put. One of the latest of 
these is the laying of overhead electric 
cables through wooded country. The opera- 
tion had been instituted by the Midlands 
Electricity Board, which decided to experi- 
ment with a helicopter to avoid chopping 
trees and leaving an ugly gash across a 
wooded valley in the Malvern Hills. 

For this operation, a rope was dropped 
from the helicopter along the run in ~ 
than two minutes. The rope was used to 
pull a light steel cable which in turn 
pulled a steel-cored aluminum conductor 
and a cord that later pulled back the rope 
so that two additional conductors were 
similarly pulled across the valley. By ad- 
justing the tensions, the steel wire and the 
conductors were kept clear of the trees.

Shipments of bananas to the United States 
had been discontinued, local growers 
assert, because of poor market conditions 
there. But with export bananas in short 
supply, and the means of getting them to 
market faster than ever, many growers are 
finding it expedient to take quick advan- 
tage via airfreight of the currently growing 
demand for bananas. 

Approximately 10,000 pounds of bananas 
are hauled on the cargo planes, which are 
available daily. The air shipments gener- 
ally go non-stop from Guatemala to New 
Orleans where most of them are loaded 
onto refrigerated trucks and taken to St. 
Louis, Kansas City and Chicago.

Reinstatement 
of the operations, which were suspended 
due to a fuel shortage last August, ex- 
tends BOAC’s all cargo flights to the Far 
East. Stops are made at Tripoli, Cairo, 
Bahrein, Karachi, Delhi, Calcutta and 
Bangkok. The cargo flights leave here 
every Tuesday and Friday, while BOAC’s 
daily Stratocruiser flights from New York 
to London make this new service available 
to United States shippers. Ritchie also 
announced there are connecting flights pro- 
vided out of Singapore to Indonesia, Hong 
Kong, Japan, Australia and New Zealand.

CAIRO—Three large fire tenders from 
England arrived here recently aboard a 
Silver City Airways transport to replace 
equipment destroyed in the recent riots. 
The journey to Farouk Airport took only 
17 hours, and the entire load, including 
several hundred feet of hose and ancillary 
equipment, came to four and a half tons.

If such key items as an M-34 two- 
and-a-half-ton long-wheel-base — truck 
and a 155-millimeter howitzer were too 
big for the ship, they might just as well 
stay home so far as their use as a for- 
ward supply transport was concerned, 
decided Army Officers. The Strato- 
freighter did carry them, as well as such 
other articles as Caterpillar graders, 
road rollers, trailers, generator units. 
fire-fighting equipment, welding ma- 
chines, air compressors, mobile guns, 
liaison airplanes, helicopters and even 
a 24man shower bath. 

Heaviest item to be stowed in the 
Stratofreighter during the recent tests 
was a crawler type tractor bulldozer. 
weighing in at 15,770 pounds. 

C-97's are now in service on a regu- 
larly-scheduled basis ferrying troops, 
hospital patients and cargo on all three 
of the MATS’ transport divisions be- 
tween the United States. Europe and 
the Far East, while SAC Strato- 
freighters are flying vitally needed sup- 
plies world-wide, wherever they are 
needed. C-97's are also used as in-flight 
refueling tankers with the Boeing B-47 
Stratojet hombers. 


Daily utilization records of the big 
ships have been consistently high. Re- 
cent reports, from the 1266th Air Trans- 
port Squadron of MATS Pacific Divi- 
sion, showed one C-97 with an average 
daily utilization of 11.22 hours for a 
single month, with the airplane logging 
348 hours and 20 minutes for the 
period. 

With records such as these, and a ver- 
satility such as demonstrated during 
the tests, it is safe to say that civilian 
air shippers will be as satisfied as army 
air shippers are with the results gained 
from air cargo transportation. Anything 
the Air Force can do. industry can do 
as well,

Pasturage is poor. Since payment is 
made according to the weight of the 
carcasses, and weight is still lost while 
the cattle await slaughter, the ranchers 
withhold full support of the project, 
and quite understandably, too. Co- 
operation would be more readily 
achieved if the abbatoir were moved to 
a spot standing midway between the 
north and south savannahs, a_ place 
called Sarrarawau, where water and 
grazing facilities are ample, and the 
cattle about to be slaughtered would 
gain rather than lose weight. 

But again there appears to be a 
reluctance on the part of even the more 
interested parties to utilize the best 
resources of the country in order to 
expand the beef industry. With British 
Guiana Airways always ready and will- 
ing to help in transporting the beef by 
air, development of the country’s poten- 
tial to aid the industry is held in check, 
and this in turn adversely influences 
the cattle involved. For instance, the 
average weight of a carcass in British 
Guiana is 350 pounds, while in Jamaica, 
in the Caribbean, the average weight is 
500 pounds, and in the United States, 
the average weight reaches 900 pounds. 

In 1948, when 19,600 head of cattle 
were slaughtered, around six million 
pounds of beef were produced. While 
this output figured one million pounds 
higher than in the preceding year, with 
proper feeding conditions arranged for 
the cattle, upwards of nine and one half 
million pounds of beef would have re- 
sulted instead. 

Proper feeding, however, seems not 
to be the basic concern of the Colony 
Government. While the two largest 
cattle producing countries in the world. 
the United States and Brazil, fatten 
their cattle on corn, corn is seldom used 
in British Guiana. The valleys of the 
Kanuku Mountains in the Rupununi. 
where settlers claim they have reaped 
corn yields as high as 10,000 pounds to 
the acre, would be ideal for the cattle. 
So too would the Colony’s principal 
corn belt, the North-West District, and 
the coastlands, where corn can he 
grown easily on the higher river banks. 
Despite these favorable locations, how- 
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ever—the first being the best possible 
site also for a modern abbatoir—little 
as yet has been done to use them to the 
best possible advantage. When the 
Economic Cooperation Administration 
of the United States wanted to secure 
about 93,000 pounds of beef for some 
beef-starved areas in the Caribbean. 
British Guiana was in no position to 
fulfill this order. And even now, when 
nearby Trinidad wants beef, it has to 
import that beef from far off Australia 
in order to fill its need. Thus despite 
the coming of the air age to British 
Guiana, British Guiana itself seems 
hardly ready to accept it and use it to 
best advantage. 

However, the picture is not entirely 
black. The abbatoir at Letham, though 
not the best site, is being modernized. 
The now familiar wooden structure is 
being replaced by an edifice of brick, 
and a suitable freezing plant has al- 
ready been acquired. Even grazing 
facilities in the Rupununi might be 
improved so that the cattle can grow 
fatter and the output of beef can be 
raised above its regular flow. 

Eventually, these improvements will 
give rise to greater improvements. Once 
the motion starts, it is hard to stop. 
But whether the motion starts or stops, 
it must be remembered by all that the 
motion started in high gear when British 
Guiana Airways entered the scene. In- 
dustry everywhere is receiving greater 
impetus once air cargo transportation 
steps in. British Guiana is a fine case 
in point.—MAC.

must admit,” he said, “that in this 
country no plane ever was designed 
specifically to handle freight.” 

Another problem stressed was that 
of time wasted by cargo spent on the 
ground.

The sums involved “bite deep 
into profits.” 

Other points covered by the packag- 


ing executive were: the need for a re- 
serve civil air transport fleet able to ex- 
pand in times of emergency, and re- 
search on new uses for packaging mate- 
rials in order to cut tare weight down 
to a minimum. 

Progress in cargo handling proce- 
dures were also mentioned. Lockheed,

the Port of New York Authority and 
others “have developed various loading 
and unloading systems.” said Lynn. “All 


these should be coordinated.” Later he 
added: “Concepts of moving freight 
change so fast that present problems 
become past problems before they're 
solved.” 

In concluding, Lynn observed that 
civilian carriers would benefit more 
than the military from the research and 
development of air transportation ship- 
ping and its many facets, but it was 
for Lt. Col. Hewitt to mention the 
specific improvements he would like to 
see come about. Among these he men- 
tioned a light, serviceable pallet rather 
than the wood “with which we've been 
working for years.” Another was stand- 
ization of shipping documents. “Even 
in the Department of Defense,” admit- 
ted Hewitt, “we don’t have standardiza- 
tion. Standardization of such a simple 
item as a shipping document would 
eliminate redocumentation, cut down 
workloads. save personnel. And save 
us all money.” 

Wishful thinking introduced his next 
two items. One item Hewitt wanted to 
see was an electronic device that would 
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flash the correct weight and balance 
reading of each piece of cargo as it 
was loaded. The other was a 50 ton 
air cargo carrier. 

Wishful thinking might have pro- 
duced these two ideas, but in the age 
of the atom and supersonic flight, ideas 
such as these could well come true. 
When airplanes are designed specifi- 
cally to handle just air cargo, 50 ton 
payloads checked by an electronic scale 
may surely come into being. Few 
people really believed that air. cargo 
was worth bothering about, but a meet- 
ing such as this, and the formation of 
a body such as the Air Cargo Task 
Committee proves that air transporta- 
tion is a serious concern to both indus- 
try and defense, and it is in the forma- 
tion of such a body also that progress 
will more readily be served.

ODAY the airfreight industry is 

proving the old adage that if you 
build a better mousetrap than your 
neighbor. the world will beat a path to 
your door. With the speed of air ship- 
ment, the exporter and importer is in a 
position to buy merchandise in a low 
market and move it quickly to a higher 
price market and his cash on hand is 
not tied up for a long period. 

When a shipper uses airfreight, he 
has a “seat” on the world’s “stock ex- 
change.” No other means of transpor- 
tation offers him such great opportuni- 
ties to ship his merchandise to the right 
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place at the right time. The fact that 
every major airline reported enormous 
increases in airfreight during 1951 
(many airlines placed orders for addi- 
tional air cargo aircraft to augment 
present equipment) is mute testimony 
on the position delivery by air has cap- 
tured in the world’s markets. 

It seems to be an example of how 
good news spreads fast when money 
cen be earned, new markets explored, 


smaller inventories kept, all with more 
cash on hand to broaden horizons for 
an alert businessman. American prod- 
ucts are forging their way via air- 
freight into markets which were largely 
undeveloped territory for the American 
exporter prior to the advent of air- 
freight. 

The airfreight industry is expanding 
faster than the capacity of the aircraft 
manufacturer to make transport air- 
craft available to the industry's all- 
cargo fleets. This is caused primarily 
by the heavy demands on the aircraft 


manufacturers by the United States de- 
fense effort. However, once the aircraft 
manufacturer is able to devote himself 
to the development of new and faster 
all-cargo aircraft, the possibilities for 
airfreight will become unlimited. 

In 1952, the airfreight industry con- 
fidently expects to break its all-time 
record of 1951, and by 1954 I believe 
that practically all types of general 
merchandise, perishable products, re- 
placement parts for machinery, phar- 
maceutical products and most livestock 
will be shipped exclusively by air- 
freight.

HE past year has been one of tre- 

mendous expansion for the Air- 
freight industry with expansion of fa- 
cilities, equipment, personnel, opera- 
tions and gross business. During this 
period we have doubled our domestic 
airfreight business and have increased 
our world wide contract business mani- 
fold. 

Some of this expansion has been the 
natural growth of a new company in a 
brand new industry. A greater por- 
tion is attributed to the general educa- 
tion of the shipping public to a faster 
and more economical method of trans- 
portation, enabling them not only to 
expand their markets but also enabling 
buyers to control their inventories. 

Many improvements are desired re- 
garding ground services from points 
within a one hundred mile radius of our 
airport terminals. The Flying Tiger 
Line has been active over the years 
endeavoring to improve this service and 
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in many cases we have met with suc- 
cess. This program is to be continued 
as there is much to be accomplished. 
Surveys indicate that in the not too 
distant future, airfreight revenues will 
exceed passenger revenues. This has 
been true with all methods of trans- 
portation, handling both passenger and 
freight trafic.

TRANSPORTATION, March, 1952, are per- 
tinent to the topic discussed and there- 
fore repeated in this article.) 


T is both imperative and profitable 
for everyone concerned with cargo 

operations to adjust their thinking and 
planning to this fact of air cargo’s im- 
portance. 

The record of air cargo to date has 
demonstrated the potentialities of this 
kind of transport, but it has not by any 
means fulfilled them. We have only 
carried enough cargo to know that we 
must carry more and to get some idea 
of how to do it. 


The experience of the past five years 
provides some targets for future plan- 
ning. 

First of all, I think we need to think 
in terms of cargo aircraft. Up to now, 
we have been operating passenger air- 
craft. Some of the airlines, it is true, 
have all-cargo services, but these have 
used aircraft designed essentially to 
carry persons rather than things. We 
know now that there is enough cargo 
business to justify equipment designed 
entirely to answer the quite different 
needs of cargo operations. 

Second, we must look into better han- 
dling processes. The construction of 
new airports and the improvement of 
old ones should include adeavate cargo 
facilities and better layout for expedit- 
ing the flow of cargo from the aircraft, 
through customs and on its way to the 
consignee. 

Third, we must simplify documenta- 
tion. Much has been done along these 
lines through the International Civil 
Aviation Organization and IATA, but 
as much more remains to be stream- 
lined. Every extra piece of paper and 
every additional entry on them detracts 
from the valve of air cargo: every oné 
we eliminate adds to its usefulness. 

Fourth, we must streamline border 
crossing procedures. The routines es- 
tablished for customs houses in the 
days of the sailing ships must be al- 
tered to meet the faster rhythm of air 
transportation, 

Fifth, we must keep a careful watch 
on our rate-making processes. I am 
satisfied that we have in the IATA Traf- 
fic Conferences good flexible machinery 
for the working -out of equitable and 
attractive rates. We have been imagina-

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tive and creative in this matter, but I 
think we can still be more so. 

Sixth, we have got to encourage 
cargo-mindedness in the airlines them- 
selves . . . we have got to think more 
about cargo as such, we have got to 
pay more attention to our cargo depart- 
ments, and we have got to make cer- 
tain that the cargo men we have get 
as much encouragement as any others.

WOULD attribute the ever-increas- 

ing demand for airfreight shipments 
to the shippers’ growing appreciation 
of the economies of airfreight, the ex- 
peditious service provided by all the 
airlines, the freight forwarders, who 
are the unsung heroes of the infant. 
namely, “Air Cargo,” and finally, the 
progress being made towards simpler 
customs methods. 

I firmly believe that Air Cargo will 
eventually supersede passenger traffic 
in the very near future, but only after 
the airlines have realized its potential 
(and they certainly are beginning to), 
and the cargo rates are reduced to meet 
the financial status of the every-day 
shipper. 


I would suggest that any shipper 
making airfreight shipments consult a 
freight forwarder, for only then can 
the shipper aid, rather than deter 
through his lack of knowledge of gen- 
eral procedures, the expeditious service 
made available through the use of air- 
freight. 

In addition, I must emphasize that

HERE is every reason to believe 

that unprecedented levels will be 
reached in all categories of air cargo 
during 1952. The high rate of national 
production, expanded cargo capacity, 
and daily newcomers to the ranks of air 
shippers all point toward a record year. 
There will probably be a minimum in- 
crease of 10% in United’s cargo ton 


miles, with 57,000,000 to be chalked up 
by the year’s end. Percentage-wise, 
mail probably will head the upsurge, 
followed by freight and express in that 
order. We expect revenues from all 
forms of cargo to increase 17.8%, 
amounting to a total of $20,000,000 for 
the year. This becomes significant when 
you recall that United’s income from 
passenger traffic and all other sources 
totaled $23,593,000 for 1942, just a 
decade ago. 

United’s cargo capacity will also ex- 
pand steadily throughout 1952, with 
12 DC-6Bs and 26 new model Main- 
liner Convairs to be added to the fleet. 
These new planes will increase United's 
total available ton miles by 35%. Aside 
from enlarging our total life, the new 
equipment will result in improved mail, 
freight and express service at many 
intermediate cities.

‘PURRED by the war effort and a 

better understanding of the value 
of airfreight by shippers who only oc- 
casionally used it in the past, the air- 
lines enjoyed record high airfreight 
volume in 1951, and indications are 
that these records will be easily sur- 
passed this year. 

If this trend continues, it is rather 
widely conceded in airline circles that 
airfreight revenues have a good chance 
of some day exceeding passenger rev- 
enues. Of course, due to uncertainties 
arising from national defense require- 
ments, it is impossible to predict when 
this will happen. If the world were at 
peace and manufacturers and aircraft 
operators could concentrate on develop- 
ing planes and new methods of han- 
dling cargo, I believe the goal could be 
achieved within a period of about 10 
years. 

Although public education and sales 
promotion will certainly play a major 
part in bringing the air cargo industry 
into its own, there is still a lot for air- 
lines and aircraft manufacturers to do 
toward this end. The.airlines must de- 
vise improved methods of handling and 
design terminal facilities specifically 


for cargo. The ideal all-cargo air trans- 
port must be designed and put into 
mass production before the potential is 
reached. 

Shippers can assist materially in im- 
proving the present overall cargo pic- 
ture, by properly preparing their own 
shipments and documents and by pack- 
aging their wares suitably for air trans- 
portation.
